PROPOSED MINING LAW*. 


The California Miners' Association 


has prepared two bills, which will bt 
introduced in the next Congress and 
their passage advocated. One provide? 
for an appropriation of u million dol- 
lars to bo expended in restraining 
mining debris upon the tributaries of 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers. 
The object of this bill ia to impound 
tailings iu the mountain ravines so 
that hydraulic mining can be resumed 
in all the paying diggings of California. 


The second bill provides for determ- 


lug the character of land, that is 
whether it be mineral or agricultural, 
and for the transfer of all disputes re- 
garding the mineral character of land 
from the Federal laud offices to the 
local courts of the cownty in which the 
land in dispute is situated. 


The passage of these bills is ex- 


pected to afford protection to tho miner 
which is not given him by the present 
laws, and to prevent corporations and 
others from acquiring title from the 
General Government to mineral lauds. 
The indorsement of the Miners' Asso- 
ciation may have the effect of getting 
the support of the California Kcpie- 
seutatives in Congress for tho bills, 
though U is probable that the farmers 
will protest against their passage, as 
the valley men are opposed to any leg- 
islation that encourages 
hydraulic 


mining in California.

And if its distance is so 
great, then since light varies inversely 
as tbe square of the distance from its 
source, it can be shown that Arcturus 
must actually give forth 5,000 or 6,000 
times as much light as the sun yields. 
Yet Arcturus is evidently much nearer 
than the vast majority of the stars are. 
Not one in a million is known to have 
a parallax large enough even to be in- 
telligently guessed at. There may be 
stars whose light requires thousands 
instead of hundreds of years to cross 
the space seperating them from us. 


We thus see that only a few points 


on the nearer shores of the starry uni- 
verse lie within reach of our measure- 
ments; here and there a jutting head- 
land, while behind stretches the vast 
expanse over which the hundreds oi 
millions of stars known to exist are 
scattered.
